bloom in Jun e and last until July . There 
are a good many form s of this deutzia 
in cultivation differing in 
semi-double, 
double, and purple and rose tinted blos­ 
soms. 
D eutzia watereri has a large rose tint- 
e« l flower, which is very show y . 
Deutzia 
discolor is a native of C hina, a graceful 
shrub growing 3 to 4 
feet 
tail 
with 
w hite flowers tinted w ith pink on tine 
out« *r side of the petals. It needs pro­ 
tection from the cold in N ew England 
w inters. 
Deutzia kalm aeflora is a beau­ 
tiful shrub with large, 
white, distinct 
blossoms, slightly tinted w ith ros« *, but 
should be well protected in winter. 
A large num ber of hy brids have late­ 
ly been sent out by F ren ch producers in 
w hich the parentage of d eutzia gracilis 
on one side has been largely used and 
which are conspieious for ros« * tints, large 
bell-shaped blossoms an d m ore conspic­ 
uous clusters.

HUNTING IN GERMANY. 


Income 
from 
Game 
Licenses, 
Etc., 
Reaches a Tremendous Figure. 
In submitting the following statistics 
Concerning the community and national 
Income derived from game and game 
preserves, Consul George Nicolas 
Ifft. 
of Annaberg, reports that the laws and 
ethics of the chase, as well as the best 
methods of preserving game, are im­ 
portant parts of the curriculum of every 
forestry school and academy in the em­ 
pire: 
Recent statistics, gathered and com­ 
piled from the several German states 
and other official sources, give an in­ 
teresting view of the chase as a national 
asset. 
There 
are issued 
in Germany 36(/,U(K) annual hunting {ier- 
mits; 180,000 permits for shorter periods, 
and 60,000 free permits to gamekeepers, 
foresters, etc. 
This means that 600,000 
men—one in every 100 of the population 
go hunting occasionally.

German devotees of the chase thus pay, 
in round figures, $l,500,(M)0 annually into 
the state treasuries 
for 
hunting 
li­ 
censes. 
The annual “kill” is, approximately, 
55,000,000 pounds, of which 44,000,000 
pounds are game, with a market value 
of $6,500,000. 
Most of this is venison, 
wild 
boar, 
rabbit, grouse, quail, 
etc. 
These are large figures, but considered 
in connection with the fact that the an­ 
nual consumption of meat by the G er­ 
m an people is 7.700,000 pounds, 
the 
product of the chase becomes an in­ 
significant factor in the meat supply of 
the nation. 
The money paid for hunting permits 
and the cash value of the game killed 
are, however, not the largest item when 
the chase is viewed from the economic 
standpoint. 
The sum annually paid for 
game preserve leases is still larger. 
The 
entire area of the empire is more or 
less a game preserve, for the privilege 
of shooting over some part of which 
some one is paying an annual rental — 
it may be in state, city or community 
forest preserve, where sometimes larger 
game is found, or only the farms which 
surround every village and offer nothing 
better than rabbits and quail. 
The average price for yearly leases of 
game preserves is about 8 cents an 
acre, and the 135.000,(XX) acres of Ger­ 
man area thus bring in from this source 
more than $10,060,000 a year. 
'The 
great part of this sum is paid directly 
into the community treasuries, and is 
thence, directly or indirectly, distributed 
—for the benefit--of—fbo---ptnqde in 
Any estimate of the economic value of 
the chase would be incomplete which, 
in addition to the items of direct income 
mentioned, « lid not 
take into account 
the value of the incidental interests, 
such as the m anufacture of arms and 
ammunition 
and 
other 
hunting 
pari 
phernalia. game bags, hunting outfits, 
etc., for 
it is the fashion here to hunt 
in uniform—i. e„ hunting jacket, jaeger 
hat, leggings, game bag and belt. 
Con- 
sidering these incidentals, it is estimated 
tha t the chase means annually the dis­ 
tribution of about $32,500,000, more or 
less, directly among all the people of 
Germany.—Consular Reports. 


A Pointer on China. 
At the present time m o m / goes m, 
further in China than in any other part 
of the world; the days of cheap living 
in the Orient have passed, and when a 
m an is offered a salary of $100 a month 
ho should find out if the $100 
is 
in 
American dollnis or in the varying sil­ 
ver currency of China. 
If the salary 
is paid in American money he will find 
that, owing to the exigencies 
of 
ex­ 
change, in one month $!0O 
gold 
will 
bring about $180 in local Chiua dollars, 
while a year later, at a different rate of 
exchange, !t may equal $250. 
When at the latter rate, however, its 
purchasing power will be little better 
than the $180 of a 
year 
before, and 
when th<* $100 gold again degenerates 
to $180 local currency, as it is liable to 
do, lie finds that tin* price of everything 
has advanced and tin* purchasing power 
of his money lias dropped to its original 
status. 
In other words, he is losing $80 
a month. 
Exchange is the bugbear of 
tli*> man of limited means in China.— 
Daily Consular Reports.

this entire consular district of Geneva. 
In any one of the eleven sections every­ 
body has the right to ¿iave transmitted 
by writing and by postman, messages 
intrusted by telephone to the central of­ 
fice of the telephone or given in writing 
to any telegraph office. 
“ Phonograms" 
m ust be sent by the administration to 
any consignee, a subscriber to the tele­ 
phone in the same section, or to any con­ 
signee if domiciled within the same sec­ 
tion. 
“Phonograms” are subjected to a * 
fixed tax of 20 centimes, plus 1 centime 
for 
each 
word 
(3.8 cents plus 0.19» . 
w hereas telegrams pay a fixed tax of 
80 centimes, plus 2Va centimes for each 
word (5,7 cents plus 0.48 cent) in the 
whole country.—Consular Report.

It ruins furniture, car­ 
pets and clothing, rota beams and sills 
of buildings, rusts out furnace flues and 
saturates foundations. Its presence can 
be detected by certain positive signs; 
green mold on brick work; damp mat­ 
ting; wall paper stripp« *d from walls; 
brown stains on metal work in cellars 
and the presence of mildew and fungous 
growth in « lark corners. Ventilation and 
sunlight are simple cures, unless there is 
some source of moisture from outside the 
house, 
in that cast» drainage of the soil 
around the foundations is the only sure 
curt*. Many <*ellars have windows only 
at one side and it is hard to secure cross 
currents 
of 
air. 
If possible openings 
should be made at 
opposite 
sides 
for 
ventilation. 
Ashes should 
not be al­ 
lowed to accumulate under or near a 
house, nor vegetables stored where they 
j are exposed to damp, while coal bins 
I Humid not have their partitions so high 
as to obstruct light and air currents. Tel­ 
lurs should be whitewashed at least onee 
a year. 
Exam ine refrigerators and other places 
where food is stored. Clean cisterns and 
cesspools carefully and test the plumbing 
by four four ounces of oil of pepper­ 
mint and a couple of gallons of boiling 
water into the drain or vent pipe on the 
roof, then close the opening with a wad 
of newspaper or cloth so that the odor 
can spread through the entire system of 
drains and waste pipes. 
The person who 
makes the t out slumhl remain on the roof 
and let some one else “nose around” in­ 
doors to detect any odors. If these are 
found send for a good plumber at once. 
Clean all traps (goose necks) on sinks, 
baths, washtubs ami basins wh« *re soap 
and grease accumulate, by pouring a can 
of kitchen lye dissolved in boiling water 
into each fixture at night and letting the 
substance soak 
until 
morning.

washed out with copperas dissolved in 
boiling water, a pound to a pint. This is 
a poison and should not be prepared in 
a vessel that afterwards may hold drink­ 
ing water.

Every room should be aired and fumigat­ 
ed if there are lasting odors.

hanging trees. 
The pathetic “ Woodman, 
Spare that Tree” has done no end of 
harm by making it a fad to let vegeta­ 
tion grow rank about dwellings. 
I’aint is an ornament and also a pre­ 
servative. 
It is poor economy to save 
a few dollars in that direction at the 
expense of rusting and leaking roofs and 
warped woodwork and shingles. 
Poor 
paint is valueless. 
The best is always 
the cheapest in the end. 
For woodwork 
on the inside of the house insist on 
having a paint made of pure white lead 
and linseed oil. 
Creosote stains are less 
expensive than paints and are nearly 
as durable, while they give a softened 
color to a house which is very a ttra c ­ 
tive.—Charles F. W ingate in Country 
Life.

Time Made by Barney Oldfield Stands 
as the Best. 
Regarding the mile record for motor 
cars a writer in Recreation says: 
“ I 
her« * inclose you a rcconl sheet 
showing the entire list of the present offi­ 
cial world’s records us confirmed by the 
racing board of the A. A. A. at which 
you take a friendly jab. 
These are the 
records at present on their books. 
Since 
making aird-estabUshing these marks, in 
1905. hut one of them has been lowered 
and this was the mile, and as both the 
trials 
were 
unofficial 
the mile record 
still stands, as far as I am aware, at 
53 seconds. 
I here inclose you a clipping 
telling of Oldfield’s mile in 51, made at 
Lakeside, San Diego, Cal., and as the 
inert was refereed by W. C. Temple of 
Pittsburg, 
the 
well 
known 
donor 
of 
the Temple cup and at one time chair­ 
man of the racing board of the A. A. 
A., his word for its accuracy would be 
all that would be necessary to stamp it 
as genuine. 
As Oldfield, however, held 
the record for 53, he never claimed the 
lower mark. 
The manufacturers of a u ­ 
tomobiles have often claimed that there 
was more advertising in tiie mile recor« ! 
than all tin* r« *st of the marks up to fifty 
miles. 
One manufacturer went as far 
as to offer Oldfield a large sum of money 
to pilot his car for that record, and to 
receive payment only 
in case it was 
lowered. 
"At 
Portland. 
Or« *., 
in June, 
1907, 
Oloti« » l« l covered a mile in 52 1-5. While 
this record was Hashed throughout the 
country, it was never claimed by Old- 
ti**ld to the racing board, so that the 
table as inclosed would stand. 
It 
is 
true that there ar« * other records for 
fast miles, one of which is credited to 
Christy’s car. 
They would not in» offi­ 
cial. as they were either intermediate 
miles, or they were run at unsanctioned 
meets. 
The rules f« *r records are very 
rigid, and if there has ever been ¡» com­ 
petency in the racing board of the A. 
A. A. it has never been shown when it 
cam« » to a m atter of accepting records, 
as many of them have been thrown out. 
The marks established by Oldfield 
at 
New 
York, 
Denver ami 
Los Angeles 
were witnessed by at least one member 
of the board of the association, and tli> 
rul« *s were complied with in each in­ 
stance.”

Brought to the Coast. 
It would bo a difficult m atter to esti­ 
mate the number of people who are 
directly dependent upon the mercantile 
supplies of this port, but it is certain that 
the number can be written with six fig­ 
ures. More than 5000 of these boats are 
in commission on the Tamesi and Panuco 
rivers, they vary in length from twenty 
fe e t to sixty fe« *t and carry the wild and 
cultivated products of 
the 
interior 
t«> 
Tampico, where they discharge their car­ 
goes and reload with merchandise and 
other silpplies. 
W ith two great waterways, the Tamesi 
and the Panuco, the native navigators 
find their business profitable, despite the 
fact that it r« *« |uircs about thirty « lays to 
make a round trip to distant points on 
the river.— Every conceivable form of 
tropical plant and* fruit may be found in 
their cargoes, as well as native made 
earthenw are 
and 
other 
manufactured 
articles. 
A long pole is the only com­ 
pass required by the captain of one of 
these barqu« 'S. Ijut lu* wields the bam­ 
b oo which pilots him safely over the 
shoal tilled waters of a tropical water­ 
way. 
Many o f tin* plantations along the 
rivers keep several of these boats in com­ 
mission all tin* time, carrying th« *ir small­ 
er products to the market and bringing 
back supplies for the hacienda. 
In the early hours

the 
morning 
green bananas are piled up along the 
wharves like cord wood, baskets of cocoa- 
nuts. pineapplies, wild

lemons and oranges and innumerable oth­ 
er products of the tropics can be seen 
in enormous quantities.

Few of the timings of Americans who 
go to Paris fail to visit the Bois de 
Boulogne; so thousands of 
Americans 
know the Longchamp wildmill, especial­ 
ly those who go to the Grand Prix or 
any of the other races at Longchamp. 
A few days ago Parisians walking or 
driving in the Bois were surprised to see 
the wings of tiiis old thirteenth century 
mill turning in the breeze that swept the 
Longchamp sward. It is two centuries 
since the null ceased to grind grain, and 
while it lias been continued as one of the 
picturesque and admired objects of this 
beautiful landscape it has not been re­ 
garded as a machine of utility. 
The mill, however, has been 
eq u ip p ed 
with four pumps, and now when the 
wind serves these pumps increase tlu* 
water supply which furnishes the great 
cascade of the Bois «It* Boulogne.

This means that at least 1000 rats will 
have died from the disease in the course 
of the next seven days; and, further, 
these 1000 rodents are likely to spread

three times their number, so that the 
death roll may be expected to be pretty 
heavy.—London Daily Mail.

land thirty times over were it all pitched 
into the ocean areas.—Knowledge and 
Scientific News.

T h e flower window box. to look its 
best, m ust receive very careful a t t e n ­ 
tion,

be 
thoroughly 
watered 
late iii the evening, and water should 
not be poured over the leaves during the 
heat or the day or the sun will scald 
them. 
W ash the leaves when the roots 
are dampened. 
Old h a v e s will appear 
more quickly on these flowers th an those 
planted in the yard. 
The heat against 
the house will cause them to m ature 
more rapidly, too. 
All flowers th a t seed 
should be taken off every other day, old 
leaves should be clipped and unsightly 
vines cut off when they become ragged 
looking.

Fra nklin-Adam s has already se­ 
cured photographic plates covering the 
wiioi.- of the southern hemisphere! and 
these with the series dealing with the 
northern hemisphere will num ber more 
than 200. Each plat**, which is 15 inches 
square, records I rom 20,OOO to 250,000 
starry images, and on it rough calcula­

The task of counting the stars on the 
plates bus already been commenced, aud 
that \xork together xx itll the cataloguing 
x* ill take another ten years.
